Dr7' Ralph ' Bunche, Director of 
United Nations Department of Trus- 
teeship, Is to be awarded the degree 
of Doctor of Laws honoris causa, at 
a special Convocation to be held at 
MacDonald College on. the evening 
ot Monday, November 10th, It was 
announced yesterday . by Principal 
James, on behalf of the Senate of 
McGIll University. 

This is one of the few occasions 
when a special , Convocation has 
been held outside the McGlll Cam- 
piis, The' degree is to be àwarded 
io' Dr. Bunche by. the Chancellor.of 
McGlll Un'iverslty-^Mj. B. C, Gard- 
iner, M.C , on the- occasion of the 
Seventh War Memorial Assembly 
at Macdonald College. 

Born in Detroit in 1904, Dr, 
Bunche was educated ; at North' 
western University, tlie; London 
School of Economics and. the' ITnl 
versity of Capetown In^South Afri 
ca. He received a Bachelor' of Arts 
at the University of California, and 
a Master of Arts and Ph,D. at Har- 
vard, Following the association of 
Count Bernadotte. Dr. Bùiiche.was 
appointed Mediator for the United 
Nations on the. Palestine Commis- 
sion. His isucccss in mediating the 
Palestine' war resulted in his being 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize In 
Septennber 1950. He has also been 
awarded the Springer Medal by the 
National Ass'dclatlon for : the. ad 
vancèment of coloured people. At 
present he is serving as Director of 
the United iNations Department of 
Trusteeship in New York.

.aeVit ^ ^^^^^ '80» Divinity Hall, a 
^ttièologian said that Grepk philosophy was 
'^n.«ie ''kindly nurse;i£(^hristianity" and the 
llprovidential fqreninneip: : of Christianity". 
Thèse statements wër?/part of. a discourse" 
that was so obscure that not even the chair- 
man; could understand it, which, of course, 
Wh^runs contrary to Paulas teaching at 1 
Corinthiflns, the fourteenth chapter. 

Christianity has nothing to do with Greek 
philosophy. Greek philosophy thought was 
'ormulatcd outside of 'any . knowledge of thp* ' 
'meaning of the Hebrew Scriptures, 
"^ffhe Greek language was one of the Indo-. 
ilrbpean language group, and carried along 
1th it many, of the philosophic and religious 
^'iaotions èntertained by the early peoples 'of 
India and elsewhere in the mid-Orient. These 
notions are easily traced in Greek thought. 
Some of them are held to tliis day and have 
become so strongly entrenched that they have 
/formed a part of the modern' understanding 
of Christianity. 

^ Included among these notions are such 
things as imraortaiiiy of the soul, purgatory, 
> and inferno, or "heU"-fire. These pagan con- 
f cepts haya iiifiltratcd so deeply that they are 
now accepied without question by established 
■•authorities. 

The academic mind is perhaps the hardest 
of all minds to be convinced into accepting 
ficripture. Minds that have been engrossed in 
their self-conjured theories and philosophies 
are indeed reluctant to step down from their 
intellectual pedestals, so blinded are they by 
the light of their own understanding. Con- 
cerdggyW8,-:..Ghrist says "I publicly prnise 
you^athw/ Lord of • heaven and cnrth, be- 
cause you have hidden thcfe things from the 
wi?e and intellectual ones and have revealed 
them to babes". (Matt. 11-2,")). ■ " 

But the time has arrived when Scripttire 
must he known properly. The world is ap- 
proaching the culmination of this present 
cytlem of things. The fig tree is putting forth 
its leaves and the summer is near. We, this 



generation, are seeing the fulfillment of 
Scripture right before us. The academic mind 
seeks knowledge of a kind. 

If it earnestly seeks truth, then it will go 
to Scripture. If anyone thinks he is wise in 
this system of things, let him. become a fool, 
that he may become wise (lïÇor. 3-18). All 
Scripture is inspired of God and beneficial 
for teaching, for reproving, for setting things 
straight, for disciplining in righteousness, 
that the man of God may be fully competent, 
completely equipped for every good work. (2 
Tim. 3-16)..- . . 

The spirit, which is come to us through 
vnrjgp^ches into all things, even the deep 
thin^^HGod, and the spiritual man examines 
all things. (I Cor. 2-10, 15). The spiritual 
man examines all things in order that he may. 
prepare himself for tho.=e things that éye has 
not seen and ear lias not heard; and for those 
things that God has prepared for those who 
love. him. (1 Cor. 2-9). 

■If the task of the university is to teach 
truth, then let it teach truth. Pilate said to 
Christ, "What is truth?" Pilate's question is 
answered bythe book in which it is contained, 
for the Gospel of .lohn defines truth. "Truth 
is the subject of John's Gospel. 

This truth needs no philosophy of men. 
This truth stands alone. The philosophies and 
notions taught to-dny are as nothing beside 
thi.v truth. Scripture stands alone in its 
strength. Every day sees the glory of this 
strength expanding as the meaning of Scrip- 
ture becomes more clear. 

It is for us to get riglit knowledge of God's 
word so that we can understand what takes 
place in the world. Knowledge of God's word 
is our only defence against the evil' that lays 
siege to life. Has the university the strength 
to lay hold on. this truth? Afany accepted 
notions will have to go, but the pain of such 
parting i.s nothing compared to the gIor>' and 
comfort that right knowledge brings.

This shows us that 78 productions 
opened last season to 90 In the 
1950-51 season. Thus, in thé-v'àluine, 
the psst season' fell a little short, 
but It Is on the qualitative side that 
the season concluded is more vul- 
nerable. 

Of the 78 productions (hst 
opened, only 13 remained Jn busi- 
ness, this 13, only 6 \vere new 
plays (The Moon Is . Blue, The 
Fourpostcr, I Am A Camera, Point 
Of No Return, and Stalag 17). The 
other survivors Include 3 new 
musicals, 4 revivals and one revue. 
This, makes us wonder why any 
dramatist would even bother to at- 
tempt wTltlng a production for 
New York consumption. '. . 

There are, however, spin^ exenu- 
atlng circumstances that might be 
worthy of note. "The- Shrike" might 
still be among the living oh Board- 
way except for the cinema com- 
mitments of Jose Ferrer who was 
producer, {lirector and corstar. An- 
other production that might have 
had a longer run waa' tHe reading 
of "Don Juan in Hell" by the First 
Drama quartette which niany might 
have seen here in Montreàl last 
season.

Three months later the, .War 
Office doubled the. establishment 
of a general hospital to 1,040 beds 
and McGllf took jhe change in its 
stride.

This was. again the fint 
unit of itS|type in the British Em 
pire. When the unit.dlsbanded.lt 
had admitted.

The record, for World War I was 
a very impressive one.Of the 3,059 
men'who Joined the ranks, 791 were 
decorated.
